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THE IDENTITY OF ANN, WIFE OF 
BENJAMIN CLEVELAND

The Cleveland Genealogy (vol. I, 65) gives the wife of Ben- 
jamin® Cleveland (Aaron*, Moses!) of Canterbury and Wind- 
ham, Conn., as being Ann Church, daughter of John and Sarah 
(Beckley) Chureh of Hartford, and this identification has been 
copied in other genealogies. It seems to be based entirely on a 
deed in which Elizabeth Chureh of Hartford joins with Ben- 
jamin Cleveland of Canterbury and his wife Ann in selling a 
certain four acres in Hartford to James Hannison or Henderson, 
Feb. 13, 1723/4. John Church’s daughter Ann was born in 
1673, which would make her 28 years older than her husband, 
54 years old at the birth of her first child, and 71 when her 
last one was born. The compilers of the genealogy realized that 
this was highly improbable, and in the appendix (vol. III, 2451) 
say she may have been a daughter of John Church jr. However, 
this younger Ann was born May 21, 1712, so only 11 at the time 
of the deed. The will of John jr. in 1735 mentions ‘‘my two 
daughters, Abigail and Mary’’ which suggests that Ann had died 
before that; Ann (————) Cleveland died Oct. 21, 1754, in 
Windham. John Church sr. did have daughters Elizabeth and 
Ann, and it has been accepted that they were the grantors of 
1724, but a search of the Hartford records proves the facts to be 
otherwise. 

On Apr. 6, 1698, Thomas*® Clark (Thomas*, Nicholas') of Hart- 
ford married Elizabeth Burr; two children were born, Joseph, 
‘*__v 25, 1698/9’’ and Ann, Apr. 17, 1702. The death of 
Thomas Clark is not recorded, but the inventory of his estate is 
dated Dee. 10, 1703, and administration is granted to the widow 
Elizabeth, Apr. 27, 1704. On Mar. 3, 1712/13, the Court ap- 
pointed Daniel Clark and Samuel Wells jr. guardians of Joseph 
and Ann Clark, son and daughter of Thomas Clark, late of

Hartford, tanner, deed. The guardians moved to have the prop- 
erty of the children put into their hands, but the Court 
refused.) On Aug. 17, 1710, Elizabeth Clark married (2) as 
his second wife, Samuel Church, son of John Church sr. of 
Hartford, making her sister-in-law of the Elizabeth with whom 
she has been confused. Samuel and Elizabeth (Burr) (Clark) 
Chureh had five children, and in 1718 she was again left a 
widow. The final settlement of Samuel’s estate, Feb. 7, 1726/7, 
includes the charges of the widow for keeping her three youngest 
children, Elizabeth, Samuel, and Ebenezer, who was born after 
his father’s death.“ 

No record has been found of the marriage of Benjamin Cleve- 
land and Ann Clark, which must have occurred between Nov. 1, 
1723, and Feb. 13 following, when she signs as wife of Benjamin. 
**On Nov. 1, 1723, Joseph Clark of Guilford, New Haven Co. 
and Ann Clark of Hartford, sell . . to John Andrews of Hart- 
ford, 20 acres in the west division ...’’) She signs this as 
Ann Clark. The proof of her identity lies in the ownership of 
the four acres sold by Ann and her mother, and of the sur- 
rounding land. ‘‘ Elizabeth Church of Hartford and Benjamin 
Cleveland of Canterbury and Ann his wife for £20 .. . to 
James Hannison of Hartford, 4 acres, bounded E on Thomas 
Ensign and John Bunce, W and N on John Bunee, § on sd 
Hannison.’’ Benjamin signs, Elizabeth and Ann make their X, 
Feb. 13, 1723/4. Wit: Nathan Stanly, Anna Stanly; ree. May 
18, 1724.) Ann had aequired her right in it by deed. ‘‘ Eliza- 
beth Chureh, widow and relict of Samuel Church, late of Hart- 
ford, deed., for . . the parental Love and affection I have and 
do bear to my Loving daughter Ann Clark of sd. town, quit 
claim my rights in land in a place called Ten Acres, 4 acres, 
bounded N on John Bunce jr., W on John Bunce and heirs of 
Joseph Hopkins, S on James Hannison, E on Thomas Ensign 
and John Bunce, which sd Land I give as part of her portion 
which together with what my decd. Husband Thomas Clark’s 
Estate has been heretofore distributed to her by the Court of 
Probate .. this Deed is given as her Security from any Trouble 
that any other of my Children in Time to Come might give her 
in the premises.’’ Dee. 29, 1718. Wit: Joseph Taleott, Eunice 
Taleott; ree. Jan. 23, 1718/19." 

This had originally been a lot of 8 acres owned by Ann’s great- 
grandfather, Nicholas Clark, and was left by his will dated Jan. 
28, 1679/80 to his only son, Thomas Clark, ‘‘my lott near John 
Bidwell (being about 8 acres),’’? on the east side of the Con- 
necticut River. When Thomas’ estate was settled in 1695, this 
land was again mentioned as ‘‘the lot adjoining Mr. Bidwell’s 
pasture,’’ and was then divided between his sons Joseph and 
Thomas, each receiving four acres. It is therefore possible to 
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trace this particular 4-acre lot through four generations of 
Clarks, the last owner being Ann. 

Taking the ownership of the surrounding land, for further 
confirmation, the lot on the south was owned in 1724 by James 
Hannison: ‘‘Martha Handerson of Hartford, widow, . . to my 
son James Hannison of the same, weaver, .. my now dwelling 
house, homelot ete. . . 74 acres, bounded S on a highway, W on 
Joseph Hopkins, N on land now belonging to Thomas Clark . . 
Dee. 8, 1701.’ Wit: Sarrah Hains, Love Knight; rec. Feb. 4, 
1703.) On the north, ‘‘Oliver Noyes of Boston . . to John 
Bunce sr, of Hartford, land late belonging to Jonathan Bidwell 
deed., 17 acres, bounded N on Jonathan Butlar and a way, E on 
Joseph Shepard, S on Thomas Ensign, Elizabeth Church, and 
Joseph Hopkins’ heirs, W on Thomas Bidwell’s heirs and James 
Bidwell. Jan. 28, 1716/17.’’™ This Bunce lot adjoined the 
Clark land all along the north side, and on the west and part of 
the east side also. 

Thus it seems conclusive that the wife of Benjamin Cleveland 
was Ann, daughter of Thomas Clark jr. and his wife, Elizabeth 
Burr. Thomas owned considerable land in Hartford, by inheri- 
tance and purchase, one being a half interest in John Turner’s 
tanyard, bought Aug. 6, 1703, and sold by his son Joseph on 
May 16, 1720.’ Thomas was son of Thomas Clark sr., died in 
1695, who was the only son of Nicholas Clark, died July 2, 1680, 
the original proprietor. 

Elizabeth Burr was born c. 1675 (mentioned as 7 yrs. old in 
1682 in the estate of her father), daughter of Samuel Burr, died 
Sept. 29, 1682, and his wife, Mary Baysey. Samuel was son of 


Benjamin Burr, died Mar. 31, 1681, and his wife, Ann —, 
who died Aug. 31, 1683. Mary Baysey was daughter of John 
Baysey, who died in Aug. 1671, and his wife Elizabeth ————, 


died 1673. The names of Nicholas Clark, Benjamin Burr, and 
John Baysey appear on the Founders’ Monument in the old 
burying ground on Gold Street. 

Benjamin Cleveland, about whose death the Cleveland Gene- 
alogy is vague, died July 7, 1784, in his 84th year, according to 
his stone in the burying ground at Scotland, formerly part of 
Windham, Conn.

REVEREND PETER HOBART’S WIVES

Rev. Peter Hobart, first minister at Hingham, Mass., was a 
son of Edmund and Margaret (Dewey) Hobart. He was bap- 
tized Oct. 13, 1604, at Hingham, co. Norfolk, England, where 
the family name was usually written Hubbert or Hubbard. In 
preparation for the ministry—to which he was consecrated in 
early life—he was sent to Cambridge University, where he 
received the degree of B.A. in 1625/6, and that of M.A. in 
1629. He served the churches at Southwold and Haverhill, both : 
in co. Suffolk, England, and, perhaps, other churches, before 
coming to New England in 1635. He died at Hingham, Mass., 
Jan. 20, 1678/9, having been in a feeble condition for some time. 

The chief purpose of this paper is to offer conclusive evidence 
concerning the identity of his two wives, with dates of their 
baptism in England. In accounts of his family, his first wife 
is usually described as ‘‘unknown,’’ and his second wife, Rebecea, 
as a daughter of Richard Ibrook. It is now possible to state 
that his first wife, whose baptismal name is not found in New 
England records, was a daughter of Richard and Margaret* 
Ibrook, named Elizabeth, and that his second wife, Rebecca, was 
a daughter of Joseph and Rebecca (Clark) Peck, 

The evidence in support of these conclusions is based on 
information in the following records from manuscript and 
printed sources :

William Cockram, aged 28 years, and wife Christen [Christian], aged 
26 years, came from Southwold, England, in 1637. 
6. Plymouth Colony Deeds|| 

Edward Gilman sold his lands at Rehoboth, Mass., to Joseph Peck, junior. 
Payments in full for the lands were not made until after Edward Gilman’s 
death, the balance being paid to his widow Mary. Edward’s sons, who 
signed their names as John Gillman and Moses Gillman, released rights, etc., 
to Joseph Peck, Jan. 8, 1663. In this document, they call Joseph Peck 
‘“eozen.’’ 
7. Joseph! Peck’s Willf 

‘*T give and bequeath unto my Daughter Hubbert thirty pounds.’’ 


From Southwold, England, parish registers cited above, it has 
been proved that Rev. Peter Hobart’s first wife was named 
Elizabeth. That she was the daughter of Richard and Margaret 
Ibrook, baptized August 31, 1608, is proved by the following 
records: 

1. Rev. Peter Hobart mentions his ‘‘mother Ibrook’’ in 
April, 1664. This reference to her establishes the fact that one 
of his wives was her daughter. As there is conclusive evidence 
that Rebecca, his second wife, was Rebecca Peck, the first wife 
must have been an Ibrook. 

2. Elizabeth Ibrook had a sister Christian, who married 
William Cockram (Cockraine in some records). Rev. Peter 
Hobart calls him ‘‘brother’’ in 1642. An examination of the

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Hobart Diary makes it clear that ‘‘brother’’ does not refer to 
church membership. The men were brothers-in-law. This date 
was before Rev. Peter Hobart’s second marriage. 

The evidence concerning Rebecca, his second wife, is as 
follows: John Gilman and Moses Gilman, sons of Edward and 
Mary (Clark) Gilman, called Joseph Peck, son of Joseph and 
Rebecea (Clark) Peck, ‘‘cozen.’’ This implies that Mary Clark 
and Rebecca Clark were sisters. As previously stated, Joseph 
Peck had a daughter Rebecca baptized May 25, 1620. She was 
the ‘‘daughter Hubbert’’ mentioned in his will. She must have 
married Rev. Peter Hobart, for David Hobart, Rebecca’s son, 
mentions his ‘‘ great Aunt Gillman,’’ who was Mrs. Mary (Clark) 
Gilman, mother of John and Moses Gilman. Mrs. Gilman could 
not have been an aunt of Rev. Peter Hobart, whose parents were 
Edmund and Margaret (Dewey) Hobart. It is evident that 
Mrs. Gilman was Rebecea’s aunt and that Rebecca was Rebecca 
Peck, Joseph Peck’s daughter. 

The baptisms of Rev. Peter Hobart’s sons, born at Southwold, 
England, were probably entered in his own handwriting. Un- 
fortunately, his marriage to Elizabeth Ibrook was not recorded 
in that parish. Information concerning Richard Ibrook’s mar- 
riage to his wife Margaret is also lacking. Her maiden name 
and ancestry may, possibly, be found in records of some other 
parish. 


CHARLES! GOTT’S WIFE

Deacon Charles! Gott died Jan. 23, 1667/8 at Wenham, Mass., 
having made his will the same day on his death-bed. He men- 
tioned his wife, but not by name. Col. Charles Edward Banks, 
in ‘‘The Planters of the Commonwealth,’’ page 59, stated that 
her baptismal name was Joyce. Savage, in his Genealogical 
Dictionary, Pope, in his Pioneers of Massachusetts, and Perley, 
in his History of Salem, Mass., do not mention her baptismal 
name. 

Rev. John Fiske, an early pastor of the Salem church, left a 
list of members in 1637, which was published in the Essex Insti- 
tute Historical Collections, vol. 1, pp. 38-39. According to this 
list, Gift Gott was one of the female members of the church. As 
there was only one Gott family in Salem at that early date, it 
seems reasonable to infer that she was a member of Charles 
Gott’s household and that she was his wife, daughter, or, pos- 
sibly, sister. Evidence will be given that she was undoubtedly 
his wife. 

Among the marriages which took place in the parish of 
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St. Andrew the Great, Cambridge, England, was that of Charles 
Gott and Gist Palmer, 30 Oct, 1625 (Phillimore and Young’s 
Cambridgeshire Marriages, vol. 5, page 8). 

It is believed that this record refers to Charles Gott and wife, 
afterward of Salem and Wenham, Mass. In the Salem church 
records (printed), the wife’s name appears as Gift, as above 
stated, and in the English marriage record as Gist. In ancient 
manuscript records, it is sometimes difficult to distinguish 
between the old-fashioned long ‘s’ and ‘f.’ In order to ascer- 
tain which spelling is correct, a careful examination of the 
original Salem church records and the marriage record in 
England may be necessary. 


CAPTAIN THOMAS WHEELER AND SOME OF HIS 
DESCENDANTS

JOSEPH ‘WHEELER (Captain Thomas), born before 1656, prob- 
ably in Fairfield, Conn., but perhaps at Paugasset (Derby) ; 
died in the Fairfield part of Stratfield parish, Connecticut, in 
May, 1698; married at Chelmsford, Mass., March 1, 1681-82, 
Mary Power, born —; died April 5, 1740, in Middletown, 
Connecticut; daughter of Walter and Trial (Shepard) Power 
of Malden and Concord (Nashoba), Massachusetts. 

Joseph Wheeler was of age when he administered upon the 
estates of his brothers Thomas and Nathaniel Wheeler. The will 
of his uncle, Capt. Timothy Wheeler, dated March, 1686-87, 
proved by witnesses Sept. 7, 1687, contained this bequest: ‘‘I 
give to Jos Wheeler my brother Thomas his son all my right in 
ye village; also to Ephraim & Deliverance Wheeler, my brother 
Thomas his youngest son(s) I give ten acres of meadow, be it 
more or less, lying at the upper end of Elmbrook meadow, this 
to be equally divided between them. I give to ye two sons of 
my nephew Sargt. Thomas Wheeler, viz Ephraim and Joseph, 
four acres of meadow lying near Virginny, bounded by meadow 
of Timothy Wheeler Jr on ye north, & meadow of Jo Hoar on 
ye east & meadow of Abraham Taylor on the south.’’ 

At the time of this will Joseph Wheeler had been married five 
years. He resided first in Concord, where his first child was 
born, then at Stowe, where three more children were born and 
then in Concord again, perhaps on some land his uncle Timothy 
Wheeler had given him. Here three more children were born. 
About 1695 he removed to Stratford, Conn., and settled in the 
portion of the town included in the parish of Stratfield. What 
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led him to make this removal can only be surmised. He acquired 
land there. Joseph Wheeler and his wife were received from 
the church in Concord in 1697. (Records of Stratfield Church). 

They had not resided in their home more than a few years 
when the husband and father was taken away by death, perhaps 
suddenly. 

Two papers relating to the probate of Joseph Wheeler’s estate 
still remain in the files of the Fairfield Probate Court, now 
deposited at the State Library, Hartford. 


‘Joseph Whelor of fairfield vilag, deceased. An Inventory of ye Estate 
of Joseph Whelor afrsd he dieing Intestate being Exhibited to ye County 
Court held in fairfield on ye first tuseday of November, 1698 in order to a 
settlement This Court do Acept of and Approve ye sd Inventory and doe 
appoint and Impower The widow Mary Whelor Relict of ye sd Joseph 
Whelor to administer on ye sd Estate to pay and Receive all just debts due 
to and from ye sd Estate and to Returne an account of the clear Estate 
when ecalled.’’

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The birth-date of Ephraim has been stated as 1697. It is 
clearly written 1698 on the inventory paper and this makes him 
a posthumous child. 

Widow Mary Wheeler continued to reside in Stratfield for 
some years, even after her daughters had married and gone to 
Middletown, Conn. At what date she went to live there is 
unknown, but it was after 1716. Stratford Land Records show 
conveyances of the Stratford land. ‘‘Joseiah Adkins and Mary 
his wife, Edward Higby and Rebecca his wife, all of Middletown 
in 1715 conveyed to their mother Mary Wheeler of Stratford. 
Elizabeth and Jane Wheeler of Middletown conveyed to Edward 
Higby their right from their father Joseph Wheeler,’’ 1716. 
Joseph Wheeler, son of Joseph Wheeler of Stratfield, deed, in 
1716 conveyed land to his mother Mary Wheeler. 

‘*Longhill in Stratford’’ is about seven miles north of the city 
of Bridgeport on the upper reaches of the Pequonnock River, 
in the present town of Trumbull. There is still a hamlet and a 
post office there. ‘‘Cohanze’’ is Cohansey, a small village in 
Salem County, N. J., some miles south of Philadelphia and not 
far from Delaware Bay. By his relatives at Concord this land 
was supposed to be in Pennsylvania. William Wheeler, brother 
of Thomas Wheeler of Milford, Conn., is said to have removed 
to ‘‘Delaware’’ probably the same locality as Cohansey.* 

Joseph Wheeler’s estate in Stow or Concord was settled by 
his daughter Ruth, who traveled to Massachusetts for that pur- 
pose, as Middlesex County Probate Records plainly show. 
Administration was granted to her Aug, 26, 1706. ‘‘The bond 
of Ruth Wheeler, spinster, daughter of Joseph Wheeler, som: 
tim of Stow’’ and Wm, Power and Thomas Power of Nashoba 
in the County of Middlesex Aug. 26,1706. Signed by the three. 
William and Thomas Power were brothers of Ruth Wheeler’s 
mother. (Case 24301 at East Cambridge, Mass.) 

‘*The acecompt of Ruth Wheeler Admx of the Estate of her 
Late Father Joseph Wheeler, sometime of Stow in the County 
of Middlesex Intestate.’’ 

‘*This Accomptant Chargeth herself with the whole of the 
money she reed of John Wetherby of Stow for fifty acres of 
upland and seven acres of meadow weh she sould to the sd John 
Wetherby a License from the Sup. Court held for the County 
aforesd. Amtg to the sum of £35.00.00 and she petitions for 
allowe as followeth, seven items of expense of administration, £4.

Samuel and Jane (Wheeler) Doolittle resided in Wallingford, 
Conn., until about 1720; then in Middletown for a brief time; 

Records at Springfield, 
Mass., show that on Oct. 7, 1731, he bought of Thomas Richard- 
son a farm in Kingston, now called Palmer, Mass., then a very 
new settlement. He was one of a committee to build the first 
meeting house in Palmer in 1733; sergeant and lieutenant. 
He was a well-to-do man, capable and respected. His epitaph in 
Palmer records: ‘‘ Lieut. Samuel Doolittle departed this life on 
Saturday 17 July 1736 after three or four days illness and was 
interred the following day, after the afternoon Service, it being 
the Sacrament Day, a multitude of people Respectfully attended 
ye Funeral.’’

ErHRAIM WHEELER (Joseph, Capt. Thomas), born in Strat- 
ford (Stratfield parish, Longhill), July 28, 1698; died in Road- 
town, now Shutesbury, Mass., probably in August, 1760; married 
at Lancaster, Mass., Nov. 1, 1720, Meriah (or Maria) Glazier, 
bapt. May 30, 1708; died after 1770; daughter of George and 
Sarah (Barrett) Glazier of Lancaster, Mass., who were married 
at Chelmsford, Dec. 17, 1700. 

At what age and by what means Ephraim Wheeler reached 
Coneord, Mass., where he had relatives is unknown. It is 
possible that his sister Ruth, when she went to settle their 
father’s estate conducted him thither. We have no information 
about him previous to his marriage, at which time he appears to 
have been established at Lancaster. 

His military service is thrice mentioned: ‘‘Lovewell’s War, 
1722-26. Ephraim Wheeler from Laneaster; Lancaster, Feb. 5, 
1723-24. A scout of ten men sent out by Lieut. Jabez Fairbanks, 
one of whom was Ephraim Wheeler. Muster Roll of men in the 
company of Capt. Samuel Willard, August to November, 1725, 
contains the name of Ephraim Wheeler.’’ (Nourse, Early 
Records of Lancaster, pp. 216, 219-221, 243). 

Next we find Ephraim Wheeler interested in the region that 
became Ashburnham, Mass. Ashburnham was incorporated in 
1734 as Dorchester Canada, which was in Worcester County, 
about eight miles west, northwest of Fitchburg. The Bluefield 
Grant of 450 acres was laid out to secure a house of entertain- 
ment upon the line of the Northfield road which was laid out 
before Dorchester Canada was chartered, probably as a military 
road in campaigns northward. In the autumn of 1734 Benjamin 
Bellows and others petitioned for a grant at some convenient 
point on this Northfield Road, asking 450 acres. It was granted, 
July 2, 1735. In 1737 the grantees sold the whole tract to 
William Jones and Ephraim Wetherbee of Lunenburg for £90. 
The same year Wetherbee sold his interest to Ephraim Wheeler, 
of Laneaster. In August, 1744, the town of Ashburnham made 
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an agreement with Ephraim Wheeler and Jonathan Dwight ‘‘to 
build a blockhouse in said Dorchester Canada and to keep a good 
sufficient house of entertainment, fit for both man and horse, and 
to entertain all soldiers that have or may be ordered to said 
township and to receive the Province pay for their vitteling.’’ 
The consideration was £200. Ephraim Wheeler was the man- 
ager of this place until 1760, and a frequent visitor, although he 
probably did not bring his family to it. (Stearns’ History of 
Ashburnham, pp. 39, 72, 90). 

Some time later he acquired rights in the township of Road- 
town, now Shutesbury, either as a proprietor or from town 
grant. The record of his purchase of land there appears in the 
Old Hampshire County Deeds, and there are two sales by him, 
one to Reuben Powers, July 17, 1747, and the other to Timothy 
Nash, Oct. 30, 1751. (Old Hampshire Deeds at Springfield, 
Mass., vol. 10, pp. 94, 431). He brought his family to Roadtown 
and here they resided until his death in 1760. There is a record 
of the settlement of his estate in the files and books of the Probate 
Court at Northampton, but it has to do with the personal estate 
only. Administration was granted to Meriah Wheeler, spinster 
(sic. should mean widow) and the bond was signed by Meriah 
Wheeler and Ephraim Wheeler, both of Roadtown and Elisha 
Pomeroy of Northampton. Amos Foster, Joseph Holton, and 
James Cook were appointed apprizers. The inventory was taken 
Sept. 25, 1760, and amounted to £58-16-6 and additional taken 
Feb. 28, 1761, amounted to £1-9-9. 

Daniel Johnson of Lancaster conveys to Ephraim Wheeler of 
Roadtown land in Roadtown. April 20,1747. (Old Hampshire 
Deeds, vol. 2, p. 332).

Signed by same apprizers and the administratrix. Inventory 
presented Novy. 10, 1761. There were twenty creditors and their 
claims amounted to about £37. Three doctors appear, whose 
bills amounted to more than £10, indicating a long illness. 
Eleven persons owed the estate varying amounts, of which 
Joseph Wheeler, Simon Davis, Ichabod Southwick, William 
Wheeler owed the largest amounts, Joseph Wheeler’s debt being 
£19-7-2. 

The settlement of the estate is dated July 16, 1770. 

‘*The settlement of the Personal estate of Ephraim Wheeler 
late of Shutesbury in ye county of Hampshire, Deceased, Intes- 
tate, is as follows (Viz) the whole of said estate including debts 
due amounts to the sum of one hundred twenty-nine Pounds, 
fourteen shillings & seven pence, from which sum must be sub- 
tracted the sum of thirty-five pounds, three shillings, & three 
pence, one farthing, debts due from said estate: which being 
subtracted there remains the sum of ninty-four pounds, eleven 
shillings, & three pence, three farthings: of which sum Meriah 
Wheeler, widow and relict of said deceased is to have one third 
Part forever, being thirty one pounds, ten shillings & five pence, 
one farthing. the Remainder being sixty three Pounds & ten 
pence, two farthings is to be equally divided to & among Glazier 
Wheeler, Joseph Wheeler, Ephraim Wheeler, William Wheeler, 
George Wheeler, Deliverance Wheeler, Azubah Wheeler, alias 
Azubah Powers, Ruth Wheeler, alias Ruth Wheeler’s heirs, 
Sarah Wheeler, alias Sarah Southwick, Mary Wheeler, alias 
Mary Foster, and Rebecca Wheeler, alias Rebecca Powers, chil- 
dren and heirs of sd Deceased, saving always that Glazier 
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Wheeler, aforesaid, ye eldest son of said deceased, is to have a 
double share, a single share being five Pounds and five shillings, 
three farthings and half a farthing, therefore the said Glazier is 
to have ten pounds, ten shillings one Penny, three farthings, 
which makes his double share and the other Heirs aforenamed 
each of them are to have ye aforesaid sum of five Pounds, five 
shillings, three farthings, half a farthing, which makes their 
respective shares.’’ (From the files of the Hampshire County 
Probate Court, recorded in Liber E, folios 49, 50, 209.)

GLAZIER WHEELER (Ephraim, Joseph, Capt. Thomas), born at 
Laneaster, Mass., about 1721; living in 1785 and probably died 
in 1790 at New Salem, Mass.; married (intention dated June 238, 
1746) Betty Powers of Littleton, born Dee. 22, 1720; probably 
daughter of Ezekiel and Elizabeth (Trull) Powers, of Littleton, 
Mass. 

He perhaps resided at Stow, Mass., for a time, and then at 
New Salem. 

‘*Noted in the history of New Hampshire.’’ Powers Family, 
p. 28 

‘*Glazier Wheeler in 1762 went with son Charles to Cowas 
(Coos) County, N. H.’’ Littleton Town Records, p. 419. 

At times he seems to have been in Pelham, Mass., but not a 
resident, and in company with the notorious impostor, Stephen 
Burroughs, and perhaps involved in the latter’s schemes for 
making counterfeit money, with one Phillips. 

The census of 1790 for New Salem gives ‘‘Gleason’’ Wheeler 
as a resident with a family of two, himself and wife. This is 
probably intended for ‘‘Glazier’’ Wheeler. If so, he returned 
from New Hampshire and ended his days at New Salem. 

Powers Family, p. 22, states that Mrs. Wheeler was daughter 
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of Ezekiel and Elizabeth (Trull) Powers. On page 22 of the 
same work it is stated that her parents were Jonathan and Eliza- 
beth (Kidder) Powers. Smith’s MS. of Littleton Families, 
deposited in the Reuben Hoar Library at Littleton, and published 
in Littletown Town Records, p. 419, states that her parents were 
Ezekiel and Elizabeth (Trull) Powers, which seems to be correct.

JosEePH WHEELER (Ephraim, Joseph, Capt. Thomas), born in 
Lancaster in 1727; bapt. there Sept. 24, 1727; died after Dee. 4, 
1804, probably in Pittstown, N. Y.; married at New Salem (New 
Salem Church Records) October, 1751, Mary Southwick, born in 
Salem, Mass., about 1732; died probably in Pittstown, N. Y.; 
living there in 1804; daughter of Jonathan and Elizabeth 
(Dowty) Southwick of Salem and New Salem. Joseph Wheeler 
was living in New Salem, at his marriage; removed to Roadtown, 
since called Shutesbury ; from there to Williamstown, Mass., and 
thence to Pittstown. 

New Salem and Roadtown (Shutesbury) are adjoining towns. 
Territory was set off from one to the other. So it is possible 
that Joseph Wheeler did not change the location of his dwelling. 
Both towns were in Hampshire County in 1751 to 1764. Hamp- 
shire Land Records at Springfield show but one deed or con- 
veyance of land to him and two from him. It is possible that 
he acquired a proprietor’s right in Roadtown which is not 
recorded in the County Records. 

Joseph Wheeler of New Salem, so ealled, County of Hamp- 
shire, Province of Massachusetts Bay, husbandman, for £29- 
6sh.-8d conveys to Amos Foster of New Salem a first division lot 
in Roadtown in said county, lying in the easterly part of said 
township, being lot no. 43, bounded east on New Salem line, 
southerly and westerly on land of Col. Samuel Willard, north on 
Dr. Densmore, 60 aeres. Also another tract in Roadtown, the 
easterly part of First Division lot no. 83, bounded easterly on 
the line that divides Roadtown from New Salem. Feb. 3, 1752. 
(Old Hampshire Deeds at Springfield, Mass., vol. X, p. 190). 

Benjamin Goodhew of Salem for 26-13sh. conveys to Joseph 
Wheeler of Roadtown, County of Hampshire, husbandman, a 
Second Division lot in New Salem, 80 acres, originally drawn by 
Isaac Southwick. Sept. 19, 1757. Being still of Roadtown, 
Joseph Wheeler conveyed the same land to Ebenezer Hunt of 
Northampton, Mass., for £23. April 26, 1760. (Old Hampshire 
Deeds, at Springfield, vol. 2, pp. 153-4; 154-155). 

Sometime about 1765 Joseph Wheeler removed with his family 
to Williamstown, Berkshire County, Mass. There were two 
Joseph Wheelers, contemporaries, in Williamstown and in the 
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Berkshire County Registry of Deeds at Pittsfield are recorded 
some eighteen conveyances to or from a Joseph Wheeler. Hence 
it is difficult to discover which was the Joseph Wheeler in whom 
we are interested. However, the following are certain, 

‘*Ephraim Seeley of Williamstown in the County of Berk- 
shire, husbandman, for consideration of Twenty-three Pounds, 
paid by Joseph Wheeler of Shutesbury, County of Hampshire, 
yeoman, conveys to said Joseph a certain fifty acre lot of land 
lying in Williamstown, No. thirty-eight of the first division fifty 
acre lot drawn in favor of house lot number forty-one. Aug. 11, 
1766. Recorded Sept. 8, 1768; witnesses Jesse Southwick and 
William Horsford. (Berkshire Deeds, vol. 6, p. 228). 

‘‘Ephraim Williams late of Hatfield, County of Hampshire, 
Esq. by his last will and testament appointed us Israel Williams 
of Hatfield, Esq. and John Worthington of Springfield, Esq. 
executors of the same, and thereby empowered us to make sale of 
certain parts of his real estate, among which the lands hereafter 
mentioned are included, therefore in pursuance of said authority 
and in consideration of forty pounds to us paid by Joseph 
Wheeler of Shutesbury do quit claim to him the said Joseph land 
which the said Ephraim had, part of Right Number Two so 
called in the town of Williamstown that is to say the meadow lot 
of ten acres, being part of the said Right Number Two and to 
one-half of all the rest of the said Right, excepting the House 
Lot originally laid out on Said Right.

‘‘John George Kriger of Williamstown, yeoman, for thirty- 
eight pounds paid by Joseph Wheeler of Shutesbury in the 
County of Hampshire, yeoman, and for divers other good causes 
and considerations, do quit-claim unto the said Joseph Wheeler 
one certain tract of land situate, lying and being in Williams- 
town, viz. one fifty acre lot number thirty-eight in the 
division of lots drawn in favor of house lot forty-one. Oct. 17, 
1768. Vol. 12, p. 98. 

‘*Ephraim Seelye of Pownall in the Province of New York 
so-called, yeoman in consideration of Thirty Pounds paid by 
Joseph Wheeler of Shutesbury in the County of Hampshire, yeo- 
man, do give and grant, ete. one certain piece or lot of land lying 
in Williamstown, called the second fifty acre lot, Fourth division, 
number sixty-two, drawn in favor of house lot number six, sd 
by the land record may appear.

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Williamstown, sell to said Samuel one-half of the common and 
undivided land belonging to the right of which the houselot is 
number two. Dee, 25, 1769. Vol. 9, p. 205. 

**Know ye that I Joseph Wheeler of Williamstown, County of 
Berkshire, yeoman, in consideration of Four Hundred and Fifty 
Pounds paid me by Elisha Williams of Williamstown, yeoman, 
receipt whereof I do hereby acknowledge, do sell unto said Elisha 
two certain pieces or lots of land lying and being in Williams- 
town aforesaid, to wit one fifty acre lot of the first division of 
fifty acre lots, numbered thirty-eight and was drawn in favor of 
house lot number forty-one and also one other fifty acre lot of 
the first division aforesaid, number thirty-nine, and was drawn 
in favor of the house lot number two, it being the farm of land 
on which I the said Joseph Wheeler now dwell. Dee. 19, 1771. 
Vol. 19, p. 598. 

‘*Know ye that I Joseph Wheeler of Williamstown, yeoman, 
for the sum of eight pounds to me paid by Judah Williams do 
sell unto the said Judah one certain piece or parcell of land being 
and lying in said Williamstown, viz. one meadow lot of land 
so called and known by the name of number fifty-four, which 
was drawn in favor of house lot number two and of the second 
division of land in said Williamstown. Sept. 4, 1772. Vol. 10, 
p. 324.’’ 

It thus appears that from the foregoing deeds that Joseph 
Wheeler was still a resident of Shutesbury in 1769 and that he 
was established in Williamstown on house lot number two and its 
subsequent land division, which he appears to have sold to Elisha 
and Judah Williams in 1771 and 1772. Whether he bought 
other land in Williamstown or removed from the town in 1772 
is uncertain. No further purchases are recorded, but they may 
be recorded in the land Registry at Adams, Mass., which was 
established a few years later, for the north division of Berkshire 
County. The census of 1790 shows Joseph residing at Pitts- 
town, Rensselaer County, New York. He was still living there 
Dee. 4, 1804 when he and wife Mary, his son George Washington 
Wheeler and wife Azubah, farmers, sold land. (Records of 
Clerks Office, Rensselaer County, N. Y.) 

The Daughters of the American Revolution have credited this 
Joseph Wheeler with the following service: ‘‘ Wheeler, Joseph, 
private, Capt. Thompson J. Skinner’s Co., Col. Asa Banes 
(Barnes), Berkshire regt. entered service Nov. 1, 1781; dis- 
charged Nov. 10, 1781; service 10 days. Company marched to 
Western frontiers at request of Gen. Stark on an alarm.’’ 
(Mass. Soldiers & Sailors in the War of the Revolution, Vol. 
XVI, p. 979) (History of Berkshire County, Vol. 1, p. 212).

GeoRGE WHEELER (Ephraim, Joseph, Capt. Thomas), born in 
1741; baptized July 19, 1741, at Lancaster; married (intention, 
March 17, 1764), Experience Nash, born Dee. 14, 1743, daughter 
of Timothy and Experience (Kellogg) Nash of Granby and 
Shutesbury, Mass., innkeeper. Timothy Nash and Experience 
Kellogg were married Oct. 15, 1737. He was the grandson of 
Lieut. Timothy Nash of Hadley, Mass. 

In a petition of Caleb Willard of Lancaster (Massachusetts 
Archives, vol. 77, p. 596), it is stated that George Wheeler served 
in Col, Israel Williams’ regiment in 1757, aged 17. 

‘*Col. Timothy Ruggles regiment; Capt. Joseph Whitcomb of 
Lancaster and Capt. James Reed of Lunenburg led companies. 
Billeting Rolls exist. Col. Ruggles assembled his command at 
Northampton; started June 38, 1758 and marched five days 
through the wilderness to Albany. During the battle of Ticon- 
deroga the regiment was detailed as rear guard at the Saw Mills, 
where it threw up earth works. Afterwards rebuilt roads, 
between Saratoga and Albany. Marched home in November, 
Serving under Capt. Whitcomb were a number of men known 
to have been of Lancaster, among them George Wheeler.

In 1790 there was residing at Guildhall, Vt., a George Wheeler 
who is believed to have been the George Wheeler who served with 
Capt. Whitcomb. George Wheeler of Guildhall had a family of 
ten, two sons over sixteen, three sons under sixteen and three 
daughters, if his wife was living in 1790. 

Mrs, Experience (Nash) Wheeler had two brothers, Samuel 
and Timothy Nash, Jr., who left Shutesbury about 1768 and 
removed to ‘‘ Lunenburg, Upper Cowass (Coos), Albany County, 
N. Y.’’ New York then claimed all of Vermont. The place is 
now Lunenburg, Orange County, Vermont, and had a population 
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of 119 in 1790. Timothy Nash, Jr. returned to Shutesbury 
about 1772 and there married Mary Powers and they made their 
home at Lunenburg. He was a hunter and explorer. He dis- 
covered Crawford Notch in the White Mountains; he was 
granted 2184 acres of land in or near the Notch, May 20, 1773. 
Later he returned with his family to Shutesbury, but died at 
Ballston, Saratoga County, N. Y. His widow returned to 
Shutesbury and lived among her Powers relatives until her 
decease. Their children were born in Lunenburg or Guildhall, 
Vt., and most of them settled at Rutland, Jefferson County, N. Y.

Mary WHEELER (Joseph, Ephraim, Joseph, Capt. Thomas), 
born Dee, 4, 1768, probably in Williamstown, Mass., but possibly 
in Shutesbury, Mass.; died Dec. 13, 1841; married about 1788, 
Daniel Fuller, born in Wethersfield, Conn., Jan. 22, 1763; son 
of Abner Fuller |John®, Samuel*, John*®, Samuel", Edward' of 
the Mayflower] by his first wife, name unknown. Daniel Fuller 
died Aug. 14, 1838. 

When he came to Williamstown is not clear, but he had 
acquired land in that town before Dee. 1, 1792, when he con- 
veyed land there to David Noble, ‘‘all the common and undivided 
lands belonging to the right of land of which the house lot is 
numbered fifty, as by the plan and records of the said town will 
fully appear.’’ (North District Registry of Berkshire County, 
Mass., at Adams, vol. 8, p. 511.) Note that he did not sell 
the houselot. Evidently he was trying to establish himself in 
a home. In this he was not successful, but incurred greater 
debts than he could pay. On the fourth Monday of August, 
1806, Thomas Gold of Pittsfield obtained judgment of Court 
against Daniel Fuller of Williamstown, yeoman, for the sum of 
$209.22 as damages and $7.39 costs of suit. On Sept. 26, 1806, 
execution remaining unsatisfied, the creditor finding no personal 
estate, did levy the same on the said Fuller’s dwelling house 
situated in Williamstown, appraised at $41.67, as part satisfac- 
tion, execution unsatisfied for $165.89. (North District Registry 
at Adams, Mass., Vol. 10, p. 435). 
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Daniel Fuller probably lived in Pittstown a few years after 
his marriage. A Daniel Fuller is listed in the 1790 census for 
Pittstown next to that of Joseph Wheeler, with a family of 
three, himself, wife, and one daughter. This corresponds with 
the birth record for the family of the Daniel Fuller under dis- 
cussion. He returned to Williamstown, by Dee. 1, 1792. 

Daniel Fuller continued to reside in Williamstown after this, 
until 1834. His granddaughter, Eleanor Jordan, b. Dee. 18, 
1818, wrote in a letter dated Feb. 15, 1901: ‘‘My grandfather, 
Daniel Fuller, often visited our house when we were young. 
When he went to the War of 1812 he said he was going to 
avenge his father’s death, who was poisoned by the English 
soldiers, who poisoned the water the soldiers had to drink. My 
grandfather returned from the war, but was an invalid during 
the rest of his life. He had to wear short shoes and it made a 
cripple of him. Participated in the battle of Sackett’s Harbor. 
Enlisted in a Massachusetts regiment known as the ‘‘ Bloody 
Ninth’’ for three years or during the war, in which he served as 
fife major during a part or all of the time; suffered permanent 
loss of general health as a result of exposure and hardship ; drew 
a pension. His son Daniel Fuller also served in the War of 
1812.’’ Miss Jordan obtained this information from her mother, 
Charity (Fuller) Jordan, who survived until Jan. 1870. Miss 
Jordan’s information is confirmed by a letter from the U. S. 
Pension Bureau, dated March 6, 1903: ‘‘ Daniel Fuller, b. 1763, 
enlisted April 9, 1813; served until June 13, 1815, as private 
under Capt. Wm. L. Foster and Jared Ingersoll. Colonel not 
stated. At enlistment soldier resided probably at Williamstown, 
Mass. ; 50 years old at time of discharge. Applied for pension 
July 21, 1834, then residing at Williamstown; name of wife not 
stated; hair gray, eyes hazel, complexion dark, height 5 ft., 9 
inches; occupation carpenter.’’ Certified from records of the 
Pension Bureau. 

Mr. Charles Henry Fuller of Bloomfield, N. J., in a letter 
dated Dec. 19, 1898, addressed to Mrs. Ella (Arnold) Renisch, 
residing in State of Washington, wrote: ‘‘I am a grandson of 
Daniel and Mary (Wheeler) Fuller of Williamstown, Mass.’’ 
and affirmed that his great-grandfather was Abner Fuller of 
Wethersfield, Conn., and the second wife of Abner Fuller, was 
Mary or Molly Crowfoot. This statement is supported by 
records, as will be shown.

Preparations to withdraw the Charter of the Colony of Massa- 
chusetts Bay began in 1671, various letters were exchanged about 
this controversy and agents travelled back and forth between 
Old and New England in the matter. The Lords of Trade were 
anxious to consolidate all the New England Colonies into one 
Royal Province and worked indefatigably towards that end. 

The Charter was finally withdrawn, and 20 May 1686 a Com- 
mission was issued to Joseph Dudley to head the administration 
of a temporary government which would comprise Massachusetts 
Bay, New Hampshire, Maine, Plymouth, and Narragansett. The 
new government took over its functions, and awaited the King’s 
pleasure in sending them a new Royal Governor. 

King Charles had made known his choice by selecting Colonel 
Perey Kirke as Royal Governor, but before Kirke could come 
over from England, Charles died 6 February 1685. 

James succeeding, chose in Kirke’s place, Sir Edmund 
Andros,* who arriving in Boston, 20 December 1686, immedi- 


* Andros (1637-1714) had been appointed Governor of Sagadahoc and New York in June 
1674, had received the surrender of the Dutch, and in 1686 was commissioned Governor 
General of all New England. In 1688, New Jersey and New York were added to his 
jurisdiction, and Francis Nicholson was appointed, 20 April 1688, Lieutenant Governor. 
When Andros lost his power, Nicholson was also forced to leave office, but in 1689, 
William III ordered him to continue in charge in New York: in 1690, he became 
Governor of Virginia and later held that office in Maryland. In 1708 and 1710, Nicholson 
was Chief Commander of the Expedition to Canada, recapturing Port Royal from the 
French,

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ately took over from Joseph Dudley the Government of all the 
New England Colonies except Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
and later they were also annexed. He and his tyrannical rule 
were most unpopular, and Increase Mather was working in Eng- 
land, all this time, for the restoration of the old Charter. Inci- 
dentally war began again in 1688—King William’s War—and 
lasted until 1697. 

The government of James was overthrown in England and 
when the news of the invasion of the Prince of Orange, 5 Novem- 
ber 1688, was brought to Boston by Winslow, 18 April 1689, the 
people of Boston staged their own revolution, and Andros was 
seized and sent a prisoner to England. After a formal trial he 
was acquitted and later was appointed Governor of Virginia, 
and in 1705-1706 served as the Governor of Guernsey. 

New England was now practically without any government. 
Hence another temporary government was evolved, with the 
former governor, Bradstreet, as its president. This new govern- 
ment was known as the ‘‘Council for the Safety of the People 
and Conservation of the Peace.’’ In December 1689, a letter 
from the King gave the authority for the continuation of this 
temporary administration until further orders. 

Mather and his associates failed in the attempt to have the 
older Charter restored, but a new and really wiser Charter was 
now effected uniting the peoples and territories of Massachusetts 
Bay, Plymouth Colony, Maine, and Sagadahoc. This was signed 
by the King, 7 October 1691, and Sir William Phips* was pro- 
claimed the Royal Governor of the Province. Phips arrived in 
Boston, 14 May 1692, and took the oath of office, Bradstreet 
resigning, 16 May 1692. A public Thanksgiving was ordered 
for the 14 July 1692 for the safe arrival of the new governor 
and Rev. Increase Mather. Massachusetts Bay was no longer 
one of his Majesty’s colonies but a Royal Province, and this she 
continued to remain, until 4 July 1776. 

During the Andros Administration many estates were filed in 
Boston, the shire town of Suffolk County, Colony of Massa- 
chusetts Bay, that did not apply to residents of that county.t 
If the deceased’s estate amounted to fifty pounds or more, it had 
to be acted upon in Boston, the seat of the Andros government. 

In passing, it might be noted that there are no records of the 
Acts and Resolves of Massachusetts Bay between 20 May 1686 


* Phips led the Expedition to Canada of May 1690. 

+ From 1686 to 1692 the towns in Suffolk County were Boston, Roxbury, Milton, 
Dorchester, Braintree, Weymouth, Hingham, Hull, Dedham, Medfield, Mendon, Wren- 
tham, and Woodstock, the latter place now in Connecticut. Of course, Boston, as a 
seaport, often acted upon the wills or granted administrations on the estates of deceased 
mariners. It is well to bear in mind that at the present local registries of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, such as Salem, Plymouth, Taunton, etc., there are doubtless 
further records and original papers that should be consulted to enable the searcher to 
obtain all the desired data.

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and 8 June 1692, nor any records of the Court of Assistants 
from 22 April 1686 to 24 December 1689. 

On 14 October 1685, an addition to the law about probate 
courts had been made by the General Court, but this was 
repealed, 16 February 1685-86. (Massachusetts Bay Records, 
V : 503, 509.) 

As to Andros’ high-handedness regarding affairs of the Pro- 
bate Courts: 


‘‘Under the new administration they [the fees] were exorbitant. Fifty 
shillings was the common fee for probate of a will. The Governor was 
supreme ordinary, and acted by himself, except for a few months whilst 
he was at New York and in the eastern country [Maine], when Mr. Dudley 
was his deputy. It was a great burthen upon widows and children, who 
lived remote, to be obliged to come to Boston for every part of business 
relative to the settlements of estates.’’ (Hutchinson’s ‘‘The History of 
Massachusetts,’’? 317-321; 3d edition, 1795.) 

‘*He [Andros] introduced the forms used in the spiritual courts, in prov- 
ing wills, granting administrations, &c., which forms have been retained in 
the several counties ever since. Before his time, both probate of wills and 
granting administrations in points of form, were very loose and uncertain.’’ 
(ibid.) 

‘<There was a commission or deputation to Mr. Hinkley, to be judge of 
the prerogative court for Plymouth Colony, and I suppose others to Con- 
necticut, Rhode-Island and New-Hampshire; but wills were sent to Boston 
for final probate, and in like manner administrations, if the estate exceeded 
50£. Hinkley to Blaithwait.’’ (ibid.)

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THE FIRST WIFE OF DEPUTY-GOVERNOR 
JAMES BISHOP

Shortly after publication of our paper in the last issue of the 
GENEALOGIST, in which reasons were given for rejecting state- 
ments that Mary, first wife of Deputy-Governor James Bishop, 
was a daughter of George Lamberton, new light on her identity 
came from an unexpected source. The Bridgeport City Trust 
Company has recently published a facsimile of the oldest original 
probate document from Fairfield County, Conn., now extant. 
This is the inventory of the estate of Thomas Curtis of Stratford, 
taken 1 Dec. 1648, now in the files at the State Library. 

This was the Thomas Curtis who was baptized at Nazing, co. 
Essex, Eng., 12 Mar. 1619/20. It has always been supposed, 
correctly, that Thomas died prior to the making of the will 
(proved 4 June 1658) of his mother, the widow Elizabeth Curtis, 
which gave most of her property to her sons John and William 
and their children, but gave a legacy to her grandchild Mary 
Curtiss daughter of Thomas Curtiss. It was supposed that 
Thomas had had a wife, name unknown, and that he had died 
leaving the only child, Mary. 

Nothing appears in the record volumes at Fairfield concerning 
the estate of Thomas Curtis. The inventory in the files was 
missed by Rev. Benjamin Swan and Rev, Samuel Orcutt, as 
there is no reference to it in the latter’s ‘‘ History of Stratford 
and Bridgeport.’’ It was missed by Mr. Frederic Haines Curtis, 
compiler of a genealogy of this Curtis family which was pub- 
lished in 1903. It was missed by the present writer when com- 
piling ‘‘Families of Old Fairfield’’ (see Vol. 1, p. 171). It 
seems to have come to light during the arranging and indexing 
of the Fairfield Probate Files in quite recent years. 

At the bottom of the inventory of Thomas Curtis appears the 
following entry: 

June: 8 1652 
Mary Bishopp wife of James Bishopp maketh oath that this is a trew 
Jnventory of Tho: Curtis her former husband deceased 


R Ludlowe 
Tho Welles 


The signatures of the two magistrates are autographs. This 
entry proves that James Bishop married between 1 Dee, 1648 
and 29 May 1651 (the date of birth of his first child), Mary, 
widow of Thomas Curtis of Stratford. This brings us a step 
nearer to the ascertaining of her maiden name, for it is not 
unlikely that she belonged to one of the very early families of 
Stratford.

American Kenyons: History of Kenyons and English Connections of 
American Kenyons; Genealogy of the American Kenyons of Rhode Island; 
Miscellaneous Kenyon Material. By Captain Howard N. Kenyon. Rutland, 
Vt., The Tuttle Co., 1935. 285 pp. $8.00. 

This history of the Kenyon family is an excellent example of 
the finest and most accurate type of genealogical work which is 
being done to-day. Capt. Kenyon displays a high regard for 
painstaking accuracy. He accepts no traditions unsubstantiated 
by documentary evidence. He has used vital records, deeds and 
land records, probate records, and other miscellaneous official 
town, state, and federal records in compiling this genealogy. 

In the preliminary pages one finds a transcript of the Kenyon 
records from English parish registers as they pertain to James 
Kenyon, the progenitor of the Rhode Island family whose 
descendants are traced in detail. It is regrettable that Capt. 
Kenyon did not use more fully the subsidies, and chancery and 
probate records covering the family before the migration to New 
England. However, reference to these records is made and it 
is implied that they were printed in an English history of the 
Kenyons, published in 1920. 

In the first chapter reference is also made to G. A. Moriarty’s 
study of Roger Kenyon of Block Island, and documents dis- 
covered subsequent to the publication (in 1913) of that study 
are printed in full. 

In the main body of the book (p. 47-254) the available records 
of the descendants of James Kenyon, through his sons John and 
James, are given in full. Official records are supplemented by 
personal records. Assumptions and probabilities are always 
noted as such. 

The volume is thoroughly indexed, and serves as a noteworthy 
example of the typographical work of the Tuttle Company of 
Rutland, already famed for the excellence of their publications 
in this field, 

The only criticism which this reviewer has is concerned with 
the system of numbering. It is cumbersome, although not very 
difficult to use. Instead of assigning numbers to the heads of 
families in numerical order (the ‘‘ Register’’ plan), the compiler 
has chosen to add a digit for each generation from the progenitor 
(the Jacoby plan). Hence in the 9th generation we have an 
index figure of eight digits, which is unwieldy and hard to 
remember in tracing a given line back through the volume. 
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The Butler Family of Lebanon, Connecticut: an account of the ancestry 
and descendants of Patrick Butler and Mercy Bartlett. Compiled by Bryant 
Ormond Butler. Rutland, Vt., The Tuttle Co., 1934. 147 pp. 


The first 37 pages of this volume are taken up with the history 
of the Irish progenitors of Patrick Butler (1730-1813), who first 
appeared in Lebanon, Conn., about 1750, although his parentage 
does not appear to be fully substantiated. However, in view of 
the will of John Butler of Ballinakill (dated 17 Apr. 1771), 
wherein he cut off his son Patrick with a shilling, and the family 
tradition that Patrick was disinherited by his father, we are 
inclined to accept as probable the parentage given. 

Pages 38 to 127 include the record of the descendants of 
Patrick Butler. In addition to this there are brief accounts of 
the families and ancestral charts of the wives of some of the male 
descendants. There is a short biographical sketch of each head 
of a family. 

The arrangement is not in a standard, accepted form, and is 
difficult to follow without considerable study and recourse to the 
index, which is, fortunately, thorough and complete. Blanks 
and charts are provided, following the index, for further records 
should descendants care to use them. 

The volume is clearly printed on good paper, and is excellently 
bound in appropriate green and gold. 


Genealogies of the Families of the Presidents. Compiled by Reginald 
Buchanan Henry, M.D. Rutland, Vt., The Tuttle Co., 1935. 340 pp. $8.00. 


Dr. Henry has performed a service for which all reference 
librarians and curators of genealogical collections will be very 
grateful. This compilation of the descendants, lineal and col- 
lateral, of the Presidents of the U. S. is conveniently arranged 
on the Jacoby plan, which enables the consultant to determine 
the degree of relationship between any two descendants by a 
simple matter of arithmetic (the plan is explained in the 
Introduction ). 

The compiler has made no attempt to obtain a full record for 
each descendant, but has confined himself to the barest details 
of name, year of birth, death, and marriage, and an occasional 
title, such as ‘‘assistant surgeon, U. S. A.’’ Full dates and 
places of residence would have added to the value of the book, 
but would have swelled its convenient size. 

There is a complete index, and, on pp. 11-12, a list of Addi- 
tions and Corrections. There is also (pp. 9-10) a Bibliography 
of the books from which these records, in the main, have been 
drawn. There are, however, no references in the text. 

The volume is well printed on good paper and durably bound 
in blue cloth. 
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Family Records (Heretofore unpublished) Collected in Commemoration 
of the Three Hundredth Anniversary of the Settlement of Connecticut. 
Published by The Connecticut Chapter of the National Society Daughters 
of Founders and Patriots of America, Inc., 1935. Cloth, octavo, 305 pp. 


This volume is the result of a campaign begun in 1930 to 
collect Bible and other family records in private hands which 
are always so liable to destruction. They are here preserved in a 
well edited, well printed volume (The Tuttle, Morehouse & 
Taylor Co., New Haven). Families are arranged in alphabetical 
order, and a surname index, compiled by Mrs. Arthur H. 


* Jackson, is provided. The source of each family record is stated,

and the ownership and the date and place of printing of Bibles. 

A wealth of data is brought together here. Some records go 
back of 1700, there are a mass of records earlier than 1800, and 
the rest cover the difficult period.from 1800 to 1850 for which 
public vital statistics are so deficient. Genealogical libraries and 
all students of Connecticut families should possess a copy of 
this book. 

It may be taken for granted, as Mrs. Noyes D, Baldwin points 
out in her modest preface, that mistakes will be found in any 
work of this type, for which the material was copied by many 
hands; but without the volunteer efforts of members of the 
Society, the records could not have been collected and preserved, 
and the reviewer feels very strongly that it is far better to risk 
an occasional misreading of a name or date, than to leave these 
family statistics to perish. Even a faulty copy is better than no 
copy at all; and a careful checking of the entire volume leads 
one to believe that few faults will be found. 

If any criticism were to be made, it would be that a few family 
accounts are included which are clearly compilations and not 
contemporary family records; as for instance, the Strong data 
on page 245, which would seem to be based on Dwight’s Strong 
genealogy of 1871, for it contains misstatements made in that 
work. For more recent discoveries, The Strongs of Strongville 
should be consulted. It is now known that Elder John Strong 
did not come to New England in 1630, and that he did not 
marry Abigail Ford that year—she was baptized at Bridport, 
Dorset, in 1619, and was not over eleven years old in 1630. 
Part of the Cook record on page 74 is similarly a compilation ; 
Maj. Aaron Cooke was born in England in 1614, and was brought 
to New England by his stepfather Thomas Ford in 1630, hence 
had no children born in England. He was not old enough to be 
father of Nathaniel; the birth dates attributed to the other 
children are really baptismal dates from the Windsor church 
records. Another amateur compilation which contains serious 
inaccuracies is the second Benham record, beginning on page 34. 

Very few compilations of this type are included, and the bulk 
of the volume is rich with authentic, contemporary family 
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records. It is recommended as a treasure-house of Connecticut

This small book follows a line of descent from William 
Goddard through Benjamin’, Benjamin*, and Samuel’, and then 
traces the descendants of Samuel* of Royalston, Mass., almost 
completely to the present day. Biographical sketches of several 
members of the family appear in footnotes. 

The genealogical arrangement is clear, and an index is pro- 
vided. The genealogical relationships are not documented. 
There are a number of pictures of Goddard descendants, and a 
reproduction of the letter written by Samuel* Goddard resigning 
his commission as lieutenant after seven years in that office. 
Paper and binding are satisfactory; the typography is not 
perfect, and the illustrations would have benefited if they had 
been printed on a paper with glazed surface instead of on the 
book paper used for the text. —D. L. J.
